WHY BISMARCK RESIGNED. 

Bern, March 18. — Prince .Bis- 
marck tendered his #€dignation last 
night, and the young Emperor, after 
delaying till noon, decided to accept 
the same, and made a formal an- 
nouncement to that effect. 

The rupture between the Chancellor 
and Emperor has created a profound 
sensation here, and all day long the 
public: resorts haye been crowded with 
people excitedly discussing the event. 
A large and curious crowd surrounded 
Bismarck’s palace all the afternoon 
and around the Emperor’s palace an 
equally anxious and excited throng 
has been waiting all day. | 

It is stated in well-informed political 
circles that the present difference be- 
tween the Emperor and Bismarck is 
irreconcilable. It arises from the 
Chancellor’s refusal to accede to a re- 
quest made by Dr. Windthorst, the 
leader of the Clerical party in Ger- 
many, to restore tu the Duke of Cum- 
berland, the claimant of the throne of 
Hanover, a larger portion of the Guelph | 
fund, 

The report is repeated that the Em- 
peror proposes to appoint General Von 
Capriva, who is now commander of 
the Tenth Army Corps, to the Chan- 
cellorship. 

Soon after Bismarck’s resignation 
was sent to the Emperor all the mem- 
bers of the Prussian Ministry tendered 
their resignations also.

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An Artesian-Well Survey. 


It *is believed that the Senate 
Committee on Irrigation will re- 
commend an appropriation for 
boring experimental artesian wells 
in the semi-arid regions of the 
West as a preliminary to the re- 
clamation of that section. It is gn 
experiment in the right: direction. 
sItis only of late years that the 
‘value of artesian wells has been 
recognized, or the extent of coun- 
try over which they may be made 
available for purposes of irrigation: | 
The Bulletin says: California is 
begiuning to be pretty closely 
punctured with them and every 
one is the center of a little oasis. 
Throughout the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys artesian water 
can be obtained almost anywhere 
at moderate depths and in quanti- 
ties abundant for tree and garden 
culture, 

In Southern California the wells 
make the desert bloom far in ad- 
vance of any general lines of irri- 
gation works. The experience of 
California is also that of Nevada, 
Dakota and other Western States 
and Territories. Where running 
water is abundant and convenient 
irrigation ditches on a large scale 
offer greater and probably cheaper 
facilities for water supply, but the 
executien of a great irrigation sys- 
tem requires capital, organization 
and the presence or prospect of a 
dense tarming community to make 
it asuccess. The artesian well is 
within the reach of the individual, 
and makes him independent of 
corporations and neighbors. It is 
the resource of the pioneer of arid 
land settlement. Ii is not to be 
assumed that the Government pro- 
poses to drive artesian wells for 
adventurous settlers. The object 
is to make an artesian chart of the 
arid regions, showing intending 
immigrants where, at what depths 
and in what quantities they may 
expect to strike water. That is as 
legitimately government. work as 
the Geological Survey or the topo- 
graphical information embodied in 
the field notes of every United 
States land surveyor who does not 


scamp his work. : 


It is safe to assume that the com- 
mon pse of artesian wells would 
have prevented most of the desti- 
tution now prevailing in sonie 
counties of Dakota. If not avail-. 
able for wheat-growing, they 
would at least have sufficed for 
garden purposes, which would 
have kept hunger at bay. The 
same is true of a great strip of 
country in Western Nebraska and 
Kansas, where drought has annu- 
ally literally dried out the settlers 
and driven them out of the country.

This was kept up until the 
funds were all spent and a big debt of 
about $10,000 or more was accumulated 
in Seattle and Port Townsend. A cloud 
had gathered over their heads and they 
could not. see the silver lining.

wams and pointed with bony fingers at 
the victims he intended to carry to his 
home over the snows of winter.
